Floyd  was  one  of  six  major  hurricanes 
to  hit  the  North  Carolina  Coast  in  the 
past  ten  years.  Past  hurricanes  include 
Hugo  (1989),  Fran  and  Bertha  (1996), 
Bonnie  (1998),  and  Dennis  (1999). 

Floyd  hit  September  1 5  with  1 1 0  m.p.h. 
winds  and  dumped  over  15  inches  of 
rain.  These  combined  to  form  floods  of 
historic  proportions.  The  level  of  flooding 
was  like  nothing  anyone  had  ever  seen 
in  North  Carolina. 

Nearly  480,000  homes  and  businesses 
were  left  without  electricity.  Over  1000 
people  were  stranded  in  trees  and  on 
rooftops.  Many  areas  looked  like  war 
zones  and  President  Clinton  agreed  as 
he  declared  60  North  Carolina  counties 
disaster  areas. 

At  least  five  deaths  were  attributed  to 
the  storm.  Experts  estimated  that  losses 
would  surpass  that  of  Bertha,  which 
caused  $1.7  million  in  damages,  but 
would  be  less  than  that  of  Fran,  which 
caused  $6  billion  in  damages. 

Public  Safety  Secretary  Richard  Moore 
stated,  "What  we're  asking  people  to  do 
is  basically  observe  a  'closed'  sign  for 
all  of  North  Carolina  east  of  Interstate 
95." 

While  Elon  saw  no  major  flooding,  the 
college  did  catch  a  few  heavy  rain 
storms  and  high  winds  during  the  week 
of  the  hurricane.  Students  also  enjoyed 
a  day  off  thanks  to  Floyd^  which 
ironically  turned  out  to  be  one  of  the 
nicest  days  of  the  semester.

Over  1000  people  gathered  September  12,  1999,  for  the  ecumenical  service 
celebrating  the  religious  heritage  of  Elon  College,  as  well  as  the  inauguration  of  Leo  M. 
Lambert.  Lambert  is  Elon's  eighth  president  in  its  1 1 0  year  history.  He  is  also  only  the 
second  president  to  receive  an  inauguration,  the  original  being  Earl  Danieley,  who 
served  as  president  from  1957  to  1973. 

Chaplain  McBride  led  the  service.  The  high  point  of  the  sermon  came  when 
McBride  touched  on  a  new  tradition  started  by  Lambert.  "Every  new  student  is  given 
an  acorn  to  remind  each  one  that  they  have  enormous  potential  and  that  Elon  is  just 
the  right  place  to  discover  all  that  they  have  been  gifted  to  be  and  become,  that  Elon  is 

just  the  right  place  to   i 1   be  planted  for  this

The  Inaugural  Convocation  for  Lambert  took  place  on  September  15,  1999  in 
Elon's  Koury  Center.  Elon's  musicians  and  chamber  singers  were  on  hand  to  lead  in 
the  singing  of  Elon's  Alma  Mater.  The  Keynote  Address  was  given  by  the  Honorable 
James  B.  Hunt,  Jr.,  the  governor  of  North  Carolina.  The  Oath  of  Office  was  then  given, 
followed  by  the  presentation  of  the  Presidential  Medallion  and  Lambert's  response.  ■ 

Lambert,  when  asked  about  the  four-day  celebration  replied,  "This  is  a  once-in-a- 
lifetime  experience....  It  is  more  of  a  celebration  of  Elon  College  than  anything  else-  a 
time  to  reflect  its  past."

degrees,  and  on  May  20,  2000,  there 
were  814  graduates  including  the  first 
class  from  the  Master  of  Physical 
Therapy  program.

The  cover  was  designed  by  the  Phi  Psi  Cli  staff  in  the 
fall  retreat.  The  litho  cover  with  matte  finish  contains  a 
black  and  white  photo  illustration  by  the  Photography 
Editor.  The  binding  was  smyth  sewn  and  endsheets 
were  vibracolor  with  black  ink  print.  The  book  was 
printed  on  80  lb.  gloss  enamel  paper.

All  advertisements  were  sold  exclusively  by  the  Business 
Manager  and  staff. 

Budget: 
The  1 999-2000  Phi  Psi  C//was  printed  for  approximately 
$25,000.   Operating  costs  were  approximately  $7000. 
Revenue  of  $8000  was  raised  to  help  pay  for  printing 
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
